and tulles of ditches and dil-.os, re- 
minding one of a Ik-ll'i landucai'.o. The 
tract thus reclaimed at much expense 
and labor is subdivided into reservoirs, 
lime ponds and crystallizing beds. The 
greatos>t amount of labor is put on the 
crystallizing beds, this being performed 
by Japanese, who show superiority 
over other laborers for this particular 
kind of work. 


Beginning at one. corner of the crys- 


tallizing bed, which is from an acre to 
an acre and a half in size, the laborer 
levels off about three feet, slicing oil' 
the peat and clay like cheese.

this* leveled space he lets in water 
from the ditch to the depth of an eighth 
of an inch, and as ho continues to ex- 
cavate he canies that depth of water.

The next process is drawing the wa- 


ter from tlie te<oml reservoir into the 
lime ponds, where, in the course of 
several weeks, tlie lime precipitates. 
The hydrometer is used to ascertain the 
percentage of salt. At 70 per cent it is 
turned into the crystalling beds to the 
depth of about nine inches and allowed 
to stay there till the salt precipitates. 
This it will do when the percentage is 
100. 


It takes from three to four weeks, 


according to the condition of weather 
and rapidity of evaporation, for the 
salt to cry.stalli/e. In cold weather tho 
percentage of salt may go to 104 de- 
grees before the "mother liquor" or 
residue of water is drawn off, hut in 
warm weather KKJ per cent is the lim- 
it. 
If it is allowed to stay longer, 


magnesium salts, the last mineral to 
precipitate, will ^poil the salt for, pre- 
serving purposes, 


The Japs are then set to work lifting 


the crystalli/.cd mass from the beds. 
It comes up in great scales, white, 
clean and glittering, and is piled on 
the lloor of the pund* like cocks of hay. 
I'lanksi are then laid across the floors 
of the ponds, ami the salt Is wheeled 
out in ;CiU pound loads.

existing anti-trust law. itself a re- 
publican measure passed in 1890. The 
question of trusts at the present mo- 
ment is one of law rather than of leg- 
islation, for if the government is suc- 
cussful in its suits against the North- 
ern Securities Company and the Beef 
trust, a great step will have been tak 
an toward remedying the evil tenden 
cy of the trust movement, but. if the 
present law should prove inadequate 
the legislation 
which must 
follow 


should be the result of intelligent and 
unprejudiced investigation, not an an 
swer to the popular demand, "Destroy 
the Trusts." The aim of such legis 
lation should not be destruction, bu 
publicity and control. By compelling 
these corporations to give accurate 
and periodical statements of their ex 
penses, profits and true financial con 
dition, it may be known whether the 
present popular uneasiness against 
trusts in general is justified or not 
For instance, the beef trust says tha 
the scarcity of cattle has raised the 
price of meat; the people say that the 
inordinate desire for wealth on the 
part of the trust managers has caused 
the change. With publicity this ques 
tion would be answered. There should 
also be some system of governmental 
control for these large corporations 
They should be made to know that 
a government by the people is super- 
ior to any combination of capital or 
wealth. The details of such 
legisla- 


tion should be left to those whose in 
vestigation and research make them 
competent to cope with such 
prob- 


lems. 


The remedy is not to be found as 


has been asserted by the democratic 
party of New Hampshire in their re- 
cent state convention, in the reduction 
of the tariff on goods manufactured 
by the trusts, for not only are some 
of the trusts unaffected by the pres 
ent tariff, but even those that are aid 
ed 'by 'protection do not control the 
entire manufactured product in their 
own line of industry. Even the Stoe 
Trust, the largest of these corpora- 
tions, manufactures only forty-eight 
per cent of the entire product of this 
country in its own line and to remove 
the tariff would not only affect 
the 


trusts, but would paralyze and destroy 
the independent plants which manu 
."acture the other filty-two per cent 
Such a course would not only fall to 
solve the present problem, but would 
create new and more pre-plexing diffi 
unities. 


The danger lies in ill-considered ant1 


hasty legislation. In dealing with the 
trusts we are also dealing with the 
miner and the loom-fiver, the median 
ic, and the artisan, <and a reckless at

Cotton goods trade in Cuba.—Under 


date of August 12. 1902. Minister H. G. 
Squiers. cf Habana, sends the iollow- 
ing suggestions: 


American manufacturers have eith- 


er not studied or not heede.l certain 
indispensable requhements 
to 
gain 


and retain the cotton goods trade in 
Cuba. They rely mainly on the export 
commission houses in New York en- 
gaged in Spanish-American trade to 
secure business for them here. Once 
in a while they send one cf their rep- 
resentatives to Cuba to work up trade, 
and he is geneially one who does not 
speak Spanish and must, therefore, 
transact his business through interpre- 
ters. 


European houses are liberal in the 


matter of credits, and it should be 
observed that failures are rare among 
the textile importers of Habana. 


The British have the largest part of 


tie cotton goods trade. Spain and the 
United States are close rivals, Spain 
surpassing the United States in some 
lines, notably in knitted hoisery and 
underwear. §pain does a thrifty trade 


i^h "Cuba in wines, of which 
the 


United States imght secure a share for 
its California products, it they were 
••fjperly 
introduced. 
Spain 
also 


snips a considerable quantity cf hams 
and sausages to this 
market. 
Too 


much importance can not be attached 
to labeling and advertising goods in 
the Spanish language, this being vital 
to their ready purchase and popular- 
ity.

NEW ENGLAND CROPS. 


From the outlook at the 
present 


time there will be apples galore this 
fall and winter, the tarmeis generally 
in Maine, New Hampshire, Massachu- 
setts and Vermont having ciops con- 
siderably above the average ot a num- 
ber of years past. This will mean that 
prices will be cheap and marketmen 
predict that apples will sell cheaper 
than they have in yeais. 


The apples arc of a better quality 


today than they were a year ago, and 
the size is more uniform, a fact that 
dealers have 
frequently 
lemarked 


with pleasure. 
It is also perceived 


that there are more ot" the larger and 
rosy variety of apples in the market 
tms season, large and ted ones being 
abnormally scarce during the past two 
seasons. 


Tue yield of squash, melons, pump- 


kins and cucumbers is considerably 
greater this season than last, although 
in same sections of New England, 
where there was either too much rain 
or a protracted drouth, laimers say 
their crops suffeted. 
Some farmers 


have complained ol their crops being 
almost ruined because of recent high 
winds and frost. 


The quality of potatoes aheady hai- 


vested throughout New England is ad- 
mitted by all to >be 
excellent, 
but 


some of the farmers of northern New 
Hampshire, as well as throughout the 
Connecticut valley, aie fearful that 
olight and rot will seriously damage 
those that were late planted, and are 
still in the ground. The total crop of 
potatoes in Massachusetts and New 
Hampshire will be far above tho aver- 
age of last season, and the 
"spuds" 


from -Massachusetts arc likely to be 
larger tthan those from this state, as 
farmers say that there are thousands 
of them almost too small to put on the 
table. 


The pear crop throughout New Eng- 


land will, unless indications tail, be 
somewhat in excess ot what it was 
last year, but tho finality iu not iikclj 
to be quite so xood, as t'.ie production 
last year was called au exc'cjuionally
